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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As admitted by the Applicant (Remarks, paper 
9/17/09), claims 49 and 51 include the same limitations as that of withdrawn claims 41 and 43. Therefore, claims 49 and 51 should have 
been withdrawn as well. As to other rejected claims, Gianturco-5,282,824 (F. 1-2; L 66, C 2 to L 2, C 3; claim 5) discloses stents 1 1 and 
12 are serially tieing at eyes 18 with member 20 of a bio-compatible material. Notice that in a finished form, sections between locations 
where stents 1 1 and 12 are tied to member 20 are considered as circumferential connecting struts because each of these sections 
inherently do resist at some level to a longitudinal compression. 
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
